SIXTH YiiAR. 




" Shakspearc and His Friends 



' NE of the most truly superb steel 
I engravings ever oifered to the 
Ahierican public, has been secured 
Cf* by the "Cosmopolitan Art Associ- 
ation," for presentation to sub- 
scribers for this, its sixth, year. 
It is the celebrated " Shakspeare and His 
Friends," painted by John Faed, R. S. A., 
and engraved by his brother, James 
Faed, one of the best of living engravers. 
This magnificent plate was engraved to 
sell only to special subscribers, at forty 
dollars for a proof and twenty for a print. 
Owing to its elaborate character it was 
not completed until eighteen months 
after its promised delivery to subscribers, 
which left the original owners (the house 
of Lloyd Brothers, London), unable to 
keep good their promises, and induced 
them to consent to the disposition of the 
plate and copyright. After many months 
of negotiation and the payment of a large 
sum of money, the directory of the " Cos- 
mopolitan Art Association" have become 
its fortunate possessors; and they now 
have the pleasure of announcing to the 
public that it will be tho presentation 
plate for this year (the sixth). 

The engraving is, in size 22 by 28 
inches, on heavy plate paper, 30 by 38 
inches. It embraces a group of fifteen 
persons, " Shakspeare and His Friends ;" 
givingtheir authenticportraits, enco.s<ujne 
of Queen Elizabeth's time. The figures 
are disposed in standing and sitting pos- 
tures. Shakspeare, the central subject, 
is discoursing to " the Club," and all are 
subordinated to this fact, in a listening 
attitude. We have :

All these personages are portr.ayed in 
a manner to excite astonishment at the 
grace, beauty, and life-like correctness of 
the whole. The engraving is pronounced 
by the most competent judges of the 
graver's work, to be one of the finest 
specimens produced by the modern 
burin. The whole force of light and 
shade is brought to bear upon each par- 
ticular figure, and all is given with the 
most exquisite detail — portraits, figures, 
drapery, and adjuncts, all worked in 
with a patience which few artists could 
or would have bestowed. This ren- 
ders it, as a work of art, of high value ; 
while its historic and personal associations 
give to the picture an interest and lan- 
guage which attach to no other engraving 
now before the public. 

It is the purpose of the directory to

The steel arrived by the Niagara, at 
Boston, early in May, and was immediate- 
ly placed in the hands of two of the best 
plate printers in this country, who will 
carefully superintend -the impressing, 
and prosebute it vigorously during all the 
coming summer and fall, so that the 
directory will be able to meet all orders 
immediately, and thus do away entirely 
with the '' waiting for their turn to come," 
which, hitherto, has proved so annoying 
to all parties. The arrangements are 
such that the new engraving will be 
delivered (after August first) to the 
subscriber as soon after the reception of 
his subscription as the name can be got 
upon the books and into the mail depart- 



ment for delivery to the mail or express. 
It will be carefully and securely packed 
in a case of heavy board, and sent to any 
part of the United States, prepaid. This 
places it within the reach of all ; and the 
directory hope their truly liberal ofier 
will meet with a wide acceptance. 

Impressions will be furnished exactly in 
the order of the entry of names on the 
books — first come first served will be tho 
rule. Those, therefore, desirous of the 
earlier impressions from the plate should 
not delay to send in their subscriptions. 
The delivery will commence on the first 
day of September, and thereafter will be 
continued without any delay or deten- 
tion.

The engravings (plates and copyrights) are entirely 
controlled by the Association, and will be retained 
for the exclusive benefit of members. "The tride'* 
is not supplied at any price. Offers of a tempting 
character have been made repeatedly, by dealers, for 
print impressions of these plates, but in all cases 
refused, that subscribers to the Association alone 
might be in possession of the prints.
